U.S. Dollars Are Needed 


Many Canadians do not seem to 
realize that, with certain exceptions, 
it is against the law for them to 
hold foreign currencies, which of 
course, includes United States dol- 
lars, so urgently needed to buy war 
materials abroad. It is the function 
of the Foreign Exchange Control 
Board to gather in all foreign ex- | 
change arising out of our exports, | 
tourist expenditures in Canada, and 
from miscellaneous sources and re- 
lease it for purchase .of aeroplanes, 
guns and other much.needed equip- 
ment, principally in the United States. 
If any Canadian has United States 
dollars, or any other foreign exchange 
in the form of bank accounts, bills, 
cheques, drafts,’ or similar instru- 
ments in his possession, without the 
permission of the Board, he is not 
only evading the law and leaving 
himself open to prosecution, but he 
is hindering Canada’s war effort.

Then in 1840, at the same time that 
Lawes was working in his barnyard 
laboratory, a natural solution for! 
the British farm problem seemed to| 
be in sight. From another South A-| 
merican country, Peru, came guano, 
the deceyed remains and excreta of | 
sea fowl. Because of its high con-| 
tent of nitrogen and phosphorus this | 
natural South American fertilizer | 
gained ready acceptance and gave the 


British farmer his first experience 
with a quick-acting source of phos-| 
phorus in promoting crop growth. By 
1846 the annual imports of guano) 
had reached a total of 247,446 tons, | 
and the British farmer was liberally | 
feeding his hungry soil. It was, 
therefore, with great dismay that he 
found, in 1880, that the Peruvian 
guano deposits were near exhaustion. 
By this time, however, science had 
commenced to create for ‘the farmer 
| what nature had failed to supply, at | 
‘least in sufficient quantities. 

Two years after his first experi- 
ments Lawes had patented his super- | 
phosphate process, and in 1843 he 
opened the world’s first fertilizer fac- 
tory at Deptford. The infant science 
had at last come to the rescue of the 
tillers of the soil.

for nitrogen. By-product sulphate of 
ainmonia is today a valuable Cana- 
dian asset and is one of the chief 
sources of nitrogen in the domestic 
fertilizer industry. It is a strange 
paradox that while the: atmasphere 
consists of about 78 per cent nitro- 
gen, plants surrounded by it may 
starve for the lack of it. . Certain 
plants posses the ability to collect at- 
mospheric nitrogen through the me- 
dium of bacteria living in nodules on 
the roots, but the great majority of 
plants have no way of absorbing it 
except through the soil. 

With the development of super- 
phosphate and the securing of nitro- 
gen, mainly from nitrate of soda pri- 
or to 1875, the announcement by von 
Liebig in 1860 of the fertilizing value 

if potash made possible the complete 

odern fertilizer. Now, as then, su- 
perphosphate forms the base of prac- 
tically all fertilizer mixtures and the 
discovery and development of these 
three constituents forms the foufda- 
tion of the fertilizer industry, Thore 
have been, however, a succession of 
new discoveries and soil science is 
still a growing, advancing study. As 
the metallurgist continues to work 
to improve modern metals, so the soil 
chemist continues to labor to improve 
the plants which provide food and 
color for modern living. 

In 1888, when Dr. Shutt was in 
Europe, Hellreigel and Wilfarth of 
Bernburg made what was to scien- 
tists and agriculturitsts the momen- 
tous discovery that. plants of the bo- 
tanical order Leguminosae, clover, al- 
falfa, beans, peas, and vetches, are 
able to utilize atmospheric nitrogen. 
On his return to Canada Dr. Shutt 
lost no time in putting the theory to 
test and he was the first to establish 
this important phase of soil improve- 
ment on a solid, scientific foundation 
in Canada. Thus was another chap- 
ter written in the story of soil chem- 
istry. 

Th 100 years science of the soil has 
travelled a long way. The modern 
farmer is no longer a‘haphazard tiller 
of the soil, depending entirely upon a 
grudging nature. In the laboratories 
of Great Britain, Europe and Cana- 
da scientific allies have been devel- 
oped, and are still being developed, 
to aid his hardened hands. In Canada 
for instance, in the laboratories of 
C-I-L scientific farming is an accep- 
ted fact. Industrial chemistry re- 
mains true to the land and modern 
soil chemists carry on the tasks set 
for then a century ago. 

’ In Canada the aim of the fertilizer 
industry has been, in addition to pro- 
viding the Canadian farmer with the 
best possible fertilizers for his crops, 
to utilize Canadian raw materials in- 
sofar as this may be economically 
possible. Thus, sulphate of ammonia, 
an important by-product of Canadi- 
an coke ovens, is used very largely 
45 a source of nitrogen. Florida and 
Morocco phosphate rock of highest 
grade is mixed with sulphuric acid 
made at Copper Cliff, Hamilton and 
other places in the manufacture of 20 
per cent. superphosphate, and potash 
is also secured from this continent.
